S n In mid «June 1949 Hungarian workers supervised by Sovlote were 
engaged in improving the TAS3AR airfield and constructing a 
runway about 6,600 foot long. After completion of the work, 
the workers were to be transferred to PECS (Y S/b 22) „ 


3 0 A Hungarian worker who was engaged in improvement work at the 
FERIKBGY (Q 48/H 61) airfield stated in late June 1949, that, 
after completion of the work, he was to be assigned to recon- 
struction and expansion v/ork at the PECS airfield.
